Fed Pulse review: Response 
strong, but ramp up training

The Orlando Police Department 
and other agencies performed 
strongly during the Pulse nightclub 
massacre, but additional training is 
needed to improve communication 
and prepare for future terror at- 
tacks, officials wrote in a report 
commissioned by the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Justice and released Mon- 
day. 

“The OPD’s response, which was 
appropriate and consistent with na- 
tional guidelines and best practices, 
saved lives,’ wrote Russ Washing- 
ton, acting director of Community 
Oriented Policing Services. 

Many questions remain unan- 
swered: Researchers wrote that 
they did not have access to the FBI’s 


reports, crime-scene docu- 
mentation, classified information 
about the shooter or “potential law 
enforcement friendly fire” 

The researchers spoke with po- 
lice officers and department leaders, 
reviewed 911 calls and police pro- 
cedures, and researched practices 
from other incidents. They spoke 
with just one survivor of the attack, 
whom they did not name. They re- 


viewed 10 additional witness state- 
ments collected after the attack. 
“Only one survivor was willing to 
talk with us directly;’ researchers 
wrote. “The assessment team was 
sensitive to the raw and fresh 
trauma that these individuals have 
suffered because of the actions of 
the suspect.

Residents gather to help teens 


Suicides prompt meeting 
at Lake Minneola High

MINNEOLA — Saddened by 
recent student suicides, sisters 
Kariel and Kayley Pearson said 
some of their Lake Minneola High 
School classmates have a tough 


time fitting in and may not feel 
good about themselves. 

While Kariel, a 16-year-old jun- 
ior, said she readily talks to her 
parents or teachers if she’s feeling 
down, Kayley, a 14-year-old fresh- 
man, is more reserved. 

“Pm not as open about how I 
feel about things,” she said. 

The sisters were among about 
200 parents and students who at- 
tended a suicide-prevention com- 


munity meeting Monday night at 
the school that was organized af- 
ter three teenagers — two of them 
Lake Minneola High students — 
took their lives since October in 
south Lake County. Last week, an- 
other teen broke into the school 
and stole and swallowed pills from 
the nurse’s office in an apparent 
suicide attempt, according to au-

Trump lists security threats, says ‘wrong people’ admitted

WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump described the US. 
immigration system as a threat to 
national security on Monday, say- 
ing the “wrong people” are being 
admitted, even as he touched 
lightly on Russia’s menace in a 


speech coinciding with release of 
his first comprehensive security 
strategy paper. 

Strategy got short shrift in the 
president’s half-hour address, 
however, as he reprised boasts 
about his election and the econo- 
my’s gains. In notable instances, 
such as the treatment of Russia, 
Trump’s words and those in the 


paper diverged significantly. 

The president also included a 
lengthy indictment of unnamed 
predecessors, hammering them 
for “disastrous trade deals,” short- 
changing the military, and “na- 
tion-building abroad” while ne- 
glecting the homefront — all of 
which put U.S. security at risk, in 
his view. 


“They lost their belief in Ameri- 
can greatness,” Trump said in a 
speech at the Ronald Reagan 
Building and International Trade 
Center.
